Government.of Japan 

Section 1—General Conditions : 

nil The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 1,134 billion extended 
liy the Government of Japan is untied in favour of OECD 
and developing countries except India. Accordingly the 
commodities end services incidental thereto lo he procured 
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under this Grant Aid can* be imported from Japan and all 
countries enumerated in the list at Annexure-I which will be 
the eligible source countries under this Grant. The list of 
eligible commodities that can be imported under this Grunt 
Aid is at Annexure-ll. 

I(ii) The licence will bear the superscription "Yen 1.134 
billion Japanese Grunt Aid for 1981-82”. The licence code 
for the first and second suffix will be “S/JN”. These will 
also be repeated in the letter from the CCI&E forwarding 
the import licence, 

ltiii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence, except bank charges which may 
be remitted through normal banking channels. Any pay¬ 
ment towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made in 
Indian rupees to the agents In India. Such payments, how¬ 
ever, will form part of the licence value and will, therefore, 
be charged to the licence. 

I(iv) The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with 
an initial validity of 12 months. For extension of the 
validity of the licence, the h'cencee should approach the 
licensing authority concerned who shall consult the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) in the matter. 

I(v) Firm order must be placed on C&F basis on the over¬ 
seas suppliers loaated in Japan and in other eligible countries 
mentioned in Annexure-I and sent to the Under Secretary 
(TA). Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section), Minis¬ 
try of 'Finance, North Block, New Delhi (within 4 monlhs 
from the date of issue of the import licence). “Firm Orders" 
means purchase orders placed by the Indian licenece on the 
Overseas supplied duly supported by order confirmation by 
the latter or-pnr.thasc contract duly signed by both the Indian 
importer and the overseas supplier. Orders on Indian Agents 
of Overseas suppliers and/or order confirmation of such 
Indian Agents arc not acceptable. 

Kvi) This condition of the placement of contraels within 
4 months period will be treated as not having been complied 
with unless complete contract documents reach the Ministry 
of Finnnre, Department of Economic Affairs, lapan Section, 
within four month from the date of issue of the import 
licence. ft firm orders as explained in para I(v) above cannot 
be placed within 4 months for valid reasons the licencee 
should submit (he import licence to the concerned licensing 
authorities giving reasons why ordering could not be com¬ 
pleted within 4 months.

lull) Fnlv one contract should be entered into against the 
imnort licence.

val of the Department of Economic Affairs Ministry of Finance, 
should be obtained soon after the date of issue of the import 
licence. 

Jl(iii) Eligibility of Supplier : 

The supplier shall be a national of the eligible source 
countries, or a juridical person registered and incorporated in 
the eligible source countries. 

Section III : 

The following provision should be specifically incorporated 
in the supply contract 

Ill(i) The contract is arranged in accordance with the 
Agreement dated the fith February, 1982 between the Go¬ 
vernments of India and Japan concerning the Grant Aid of 
Yen 1.134 billion for 1981-82 ‘‘and wilt be subject to the 
approval of Government of India". 

IIT(ii) Payments to the overseas suppliers shall be made 
through an ‘Authorisation to Pay' (A/P) which will be 
issued by the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Ministry 
of Finance.

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IV(v) The foreign supplier shall, after affecting shipment 
present through his bankers the documents spccilied in the 
A/P to the Bank of India, Tokyo. If the documents are 
found to be in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo will release 
the amount specified in the documents to the Supplier through 
his bankers. 

IV(vi) Banking charges payable to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo for advising the A/P and for arranging payment to 
the overseas supplier shall be settled by the cuneerncd im¬ 
porter's Bank in India by remittances to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo through normal banking channel without affecting the 
Government of India’s account. 

Section V—Responsibility for rupee deposit ; 

V(i) The original negotiable shipping documents will be 
invariably forwarded by the Bank of India, Tokyo, to the 
concerned importer’s batik in India which would be a brunch 
of the State Bank of India or any of the nationalised Banks 
as mentioned in 10) in AnnexureTTl who should release 
these negotiable set of documents to the importer concerned 
only after ensuring Lhnt the rupee equivalent of the Yen/ 
L-S$/Pound sterling Payments made to the supplier alongwith 
interest charges thereon in cases where payable calculated 
at the rate of 9% per annum for the first thirty days and 
at 15% for the period in excess thereof reckoned from the 
date of payment by the Bank of India. Tokyo to the foreign 
Supplier to the dale of actual rupee deposit, is deposited 
into Government of India account in terms of the Public 
Notice No. 46-ITC(PN)/76 dated 16-6-76. The interest is 
payable for both the da>s i.e. the day on which payment is 
made to the supplier and also the day on which rupee deposits 
is made into Government account vide Public Notice No. 74- 
ITC(PN>/74 dated 31-5-1974 as modified under Public Notice 
No. 193-ITC(PN)|76 dated 12-10-1976. The exchange rate 
to be adopted for computing the rupee equivalent of the 
Yen|US$|£ Payment will be the prevailing composite rate 
of exchange as laid down in CCI&E Public Notice No. 8- 
ITC(PN)/76 dated 17-1-1976 or as may be notified by 
Government from time to time through Public Notices of 
th 0 CCI&E or through Exchange Control Circulars of the 
Reserve Bank of India. Any change in this regard 
as also in regard to the rate of interest will be 
notified as and when necessary. It will be the 
responsibility of the Indian Bank concerned to ensure that 
the amounts due are correctly deposited into Government 
Account before the import documents arc handed over to the 
importers. The licencee should also ensure that the amounts 
due are correctly deposited into Government account before 
taking delivery of the documents from their bankers. The 
Head of Account to which the above rupee deposits should 
he credited is “K-Deposits and Advances-843-Civil Deposits- 
Deposits for purchases etc., abroad-purchase Grant Aid from 
the Government of Japan’’ for 1981-82 (Yen 1.134 billion 
Grant Aid—Debt-relief). 

Vfii) The amount referred to above should be deposited 
In oash to the credit of the Government either in the Reserve 
Bank of India, New Delhi or State Bank of India, Til Hazari, 
Delhi, or if this is not possible it should be remitted by 
means of a demand draft obtained from any branch of the 
State Bank of India or its subsidiaries or any one of the 
Nationalised Banks (drawer) drawn on and made payable 
to tho State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 
fdrawee and Payee) for credit to Government account as 
contemplated in Public Notices No. 184HTC(PN)/68 dated 

30- 8-1968. No. 233-JTC(PN>/68 doted 24-10-68 and No. 
132-ITC(PN)/71 dated 5-10-1971, No. 74-ITC(PN)/74 dated 

31- 5 1974 and No. 103-ITC(PN1/76 dated 12-10-1976. 


V/iii) The concerned bank in India shall also furnish such 
additional deposit in the same manner stipolated above as 
may be requested by the Government of Tndia on account 
of service charges within seven days after such a demand is 
mode by the Government. While filling in the various 
columns in the challarr it should be ensured bv the importers, 
their bankers that the information prescribed in para 2 of 
Public Notre No. 132-ITC(PN)/71 dated 5-10-1971 and 
also in Pobbc Notice No. 74-ITrd’N)/74 dated 31-5 1974 
read with Public Notice No. 103-ITC(PN)/76 dated 
12-10-1976 is- invariably Indicated in the column “full parti¬ 
culars of remittances and authority (if any)’’ of the challan. 
167 GF82 -2. 


The following particulars should invariably be furnished in 
the Treasury Challans : 

(a) Ministry of Finance ‘A/P’ (Authorisation to Pay) 

No. and date. 

(b) Amount of Yen Currency in respect of which deposits 

arc to be made together with rate of conversion 
adopted, 

(c) Dale of payment to the foreign supplier. 

(d) The amount of interest paid and the period for 

which it has been calculated. 

(e) Total amount deposited. 

(Interest is to be calculated for the period from the 
date of payment to the supplier uplo and inclusive 
of the date of deposit of rupee equivalents into 
Government Account). 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the rupee de¬ 
posit should be sent by registered post to the CAA&A indi¬ 
cating reference to the A/P issued by him and also enclosing 
copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

Note : Importer’s Banks in India should ensure that the 
rupee deposits arc invariably made within 10 days 
of the receipt of th e advice of payments and 
negotiable shipping documents from the Bank of 
India, Tokyo and that the CAA&A, Ministry of 
Finance (DEA), New Delhi is kept informed of 
the fact immediately thereafter. 

V(iv) The concerned bank in India should also endorse 
the amount of rupee deposits on the exchange control copy 
of the licence and send the requisite “S” Form to the 
Reserve Bank of Tndia, Bombay. 

Section VT—Miscellaneous provisions : 

VI(i) Reports on the utilisation of the import licence : 

The importer should send a monthly report, after the 
A/P has been issued regarding shipments and payments 
made there against and about the balance left, to the Control¬ 
ler of Aid Accounts and Audit, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi. 

VT(ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions : 

The licencee should apprise the supplier of any special 
provisions in the import licence which may affect the supp¬ 
liers in carrying out the transaction. 

Vl(iii) Disputes : 

It should be understood that the Government of India 
will not undertake any responsibility for dispute, if any, 
that may arise between the licencee and the suppliers. The 
conditions to be fulfilled by the supplier before payment by 
the Bank of India, Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the 
importer in Annexure-I under “Terms of payment". Pro¬ 
vision dealing with a settlement of disputes be included in 
the condition of contract. 

VWiv) Future Instructions : 

The licencee shall promptly comply with directions, instruc¬ 
tions, or orders issued by the Government of India from time 
to time regarding any and all matters arising from or per¬ 
taining to the import licence and for meeting all obligations 
under the Grant Aid for 1981-82 from lapan. 

VI(v) Breach or violation : 

Any breach or violation of the conditions set forth in the 
above clauses will result in appropriate action under the 
Imports and Export* (Control Act)
